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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

As  we  begin  a  new  decade,  it  might  be  fitting  to  review  with  you  how  the  town  has  gone  for- 
ward during  the  past  ten  years. 

1 .  New  Buildings.  We've  added  to  our  town  inventory  a  new  Fire  Station,  a  Town  Shed,  and 
a  renovated  Town  Hail.  All  three  buildings  are  certainly  an  asset  to  the  town.  The  way  our 
Town  Hall  is  being  used  has  certainly  proved  to  us  that  renovations  was  the  way  to  go,  and  not 
demolition  as  some  would  have  had  us  believe.  Something  is  going  on  in  that  building  almost 
every  night  of  the  week,  whether  it  be  meetings,  gatherings  and/or  even  pot-luck  suppers. 

2.  New  Equipment.  During  the  seventies,  the  town  acquired  two  dump  trucks,  1  pumper 
and  1  case  loader. 

3.  Added  Town  Property  &  Improvements.  The  town  purchased  60  acres  of  land  where  the 
town  landfill  is  now  situated.  The  Bicentennial  Park  was  turned  over  to  the  town  by  the 
Bicentennial  Committee,  and  just  this  past  year  the  town  started  a  road  improvement  program, 
something  often  talked  about  but  never  started.  This  year  we've  proposed  the  reconstruction  of 
another  part  of  Old  Mill  Lane,  a  part  of  Sligo  Road,  Berwick  Street,  Pease  Lane,  Pinecrest 
Lane,  Howe  Road,  and  Fourth  Street.  The  work  planned  for  continuing  improvement  on 
Sullivan  Way  had  to  be  rescheduled  because  of  problems  with  the  drainage. 

4.  Administration.  A  zoning  and  sub-division  ordinance  was  put  into  effect.  We  revised  and 
implemented  the  dog  ordinance,  established  a  fulltime  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector  position, 
expanded  the  Police  Department,  reevaluated  town  property,  joined  the  Lamprey  Solid  Waste 
Coop  and  last  but  not  least,  we  are  now  in  the  process  of  putting  to  sleep  the  School  Set  Off 
system.  Hopefully  by  the  time  you  read  this  report,  it  will  already  have  been  done. 

Looking  to  this  decade,  we  see  a  continuing  road  improvement  program,  a  program  fairly 
well  established  as  we  begin  the  second  year  of  this  project.  We  look  ahead  to  mid-summer  of 
this  year,  when  we  will  hopefully  begin  using  the  Waste  Disposal  system  of  UNH. 

Our  Hydro-Plant  development  demands  much  attention  as  the  new  decade  begins.  Our  main 
concern  in  that  area  is  that  we  do  what  is  best  for  the  Town  of  Rollinsford. 

The  dog  control  program  is  another  area  needing  attention.  We  have  a  good  ordinance,  a 
good  officer,  but  the  program  is  limited  because  we  have  no  place  to  keep  the  dogs  picked  up. 
It's  a  bad  situation  every  responsible  dog  owner  could  help  us  remedy.  Your  neighbor  doesn't 
like  your  dog  running  in  his  yard,  especially  if  he  doesn't  have  a  dog  of  his  own.  Help,  by  keep- 
ing your  dog  tied. 

We  thank  all  other  town  officials,  boards,  commissions,  department  heads,  and  everyone 
who  has  helped  to  make  this  past  decade  a  good  one.

HYDRO-PLANT  FEASIBILITY  STUDY  REPORT 

Preliminary  investigation  by  the  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Commission,  the  Corps  of  Ar- 
my Engineers,  and  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  indicates  that  it  is  probably  feasible  to 
retrofit  the  old  Public  Service  Hydroelectric  Plant  in  Rollinsford.  Both  private  firms  and  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire  have  expressed  interest  in  this  plant.  The  town  should  consider 
three  major  alternatives  for  redevelopment  of  the  hydroplant.  It  could  sell  the  property  to  a 
developer,  lease  it  to  a  developer,  or  develop  the  site  as  a  municipal  plant.  Without  information 
on  the  required  investment,  operating  cost  and  expected  revenue  from  the  plant,  it  is  difficult  to 
determine  what  is  a  reasonable  sale  or  lease  price.  A  feasibility  study  is  required  to  provide  this 
information. 

Before  the  hydroelectric  plant  can  be  retrofitted,  a  license  to  operate  must  be  secured  from 
the  Federal  Energy  Regulatory  Commission  (FERC).  A  license  application  must  be  supported 
by  a  technical-economic  feasibility  study.  Since  a  feasibility  study  as  required  by  the  FERC  is 
very  expensive,  the  Selectmen  have  sought  outside  support.  The  Regional  Planning  Commis- 
sion, the  Salmon  Falls  Dam  Owners  Association  (Rollinsford  is  a  member),  and  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire  expect  a  federal  grant  to  begin  a  study  of  the  hydroelectric  potential  in  the 
Salmon  Falls  Water  River  Basin.  The  University  also  plans  to  undertake  a  feasibility  study  of 
the  Rollinsford  site  in  1980. 

Since  it  takes  two  or  three  years  to  secure  a  FERC  license,  the  town  should  make  application 
this  year  for  a  preliminary  license.  After  the  feasibility  study  is  completed,  the  town  could  vote 
on  the  proper  alternative  to  pursue.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT  FOR  1979 

In  1979,  the  Conservation  Commission's  major  project  was  the  repair  of  the  boat  launching 
ramp  at  the  mini-park  on  the  Salmon  Falls  River.  In  spite  of  past  efforts  by  others  in  town,  ero- 
sion was  continuing  to  deteriorate  the  ramp.  Feeling  this  to  be  a  worthwhile  facility,  the  Com- 
mission arranged,  and  paid  for,  more  permanent  repairs,  including  the  final  hot-topping. 
Credit  goes  to  Commission  member  Paul  Hanson  for  seeing  that  the  work  was  accomplished. 

A  variety  of  other  issues  were  taken  up  at  Commission  meetings.  These  included  the  possible 
exclusion  of  firearms  from  the  Town  forest,  because  of  their  discouraging  effect  on  other  uses, 
the  construction  of  gates  on  several  Town  Forest  roads  to  protect  the  roads  from  becoming  rut- 
ted and  prevent  unauthorized  tree  cutting,  and  the  planting  of  shade  and  ornamental  trees. 
Currently,  participation  in  the  Firewood  Marketing  Program,  administered  by  the  Cooperative 
Extension  Service  and  ASCS  is  being  considered.

ROLLINSFORD  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY  -  1979 

The  Rollinsford  Historical  Society  has  been  in  existence  since  1965.  The  Society  is  a  member 
of  the  Association  of  Historical  Societies  of  New  Hampshire. 
Our  activities  for  1979  include  the  following: 

1.  We  mailed  books  (Rollinsford's  Heritage)  to  various  libraries  and  Historical  Societies 
upon  request. 

2.  We  donated  $100  to  the  American  Legion  Building  Fund. 

3.  A  paper  was  composed  and  read  to  the  Community  Garden  Club  of  Rollinsford.  Subject: 
Rollinsford's  Early  History. 

4.  Through  the  year,  we  placed  articles  and  pictures  of  historical  interest  in  two  local 
newspapers. 

5.  We  researched  and  assisted  families  in  obtaining  their  genealogy  -  some  families  from  as 
far  away  as  California. 

6.  The  most  important  part  of  our  activities  centered  around  Rollinsford's  250th  anniversary 
of  becoming  a  parish. 

In  the  very  early  days,  1623  to  the  1720's,  Rollinsford  was  know  as  the  Fresh  Creek  Section 
of  Old  Dover.  In  1729,  we  separated  from  Dover  and  became  the  Parish  of  Summersworth.  In 
1754  the  separation  was  completed  when  we  became  the  Town  of  Somersworth. 

In  the  1820's  Great  Falls  (the  present  city  of  Somersworth)  joined  us.  Due  to  quarrels  and 
disagreements  over  town  and  church  affairs.  Great  Falls  and  Rollinsford  Junction  separated  in 
1849.  We  chose  to  be  called  Rollinsford  and  they  chose  to  be  called  Somersworth.

As  there  were  no  denominations  as  such  until  1819,  Rollinsford's  first  meeting  house  or 
church  was  attended  by  people  of  all  faith. 

As  you  can  deduce  from  the  above,  Rollinsford  is  the  only  town  that  can  celebrate  250  years 
of  becoming  a  parish  -  1729  to  1979. 

Recently,  the  Rollinsford  Historical  Society  deposited  $100  in  the  Granite  State  Savings 
bank  for  the  sole  purpose  of  celebrating  the  300th  anniversary  of  becoming  a  parish .  The  $  1 00 
plus  interest  will  be  drawn  in  2029. 

In  closing  we  would  like  to  recommend  to  you,  as  citizens  of  Rollinsford,  that  you  become 
involved  in  the  history  of  your  town.  Join  the  historical  society  and  help  preserve  our  history.

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

School  Lunch  Funds: 

R.S.A.  197:23-a  Treasurer's  Duties,  states  in  part,  "The  treasurer  shall  have  custody  of  all 
monies  belonging  to  the  district  and  shall  pay  out  the  same  only  upon  orders  of  the  school 
board.  .  ." 

At  the  present 'time,  the  School  Lunch  Funds  are  maintained  in  the  custody  of  the  School 
Lunch  Director.  Funds  received  from  the  sale  of  meals  and  milk,  as  well  as  federal  reimburse- 
ment funds  received  through  the  School  District,  are  deposited  by  the  School  Lunch  Director 
and  all  payments  for  food  and  supplies,  as  well  as  some  equipment  purchases  and  payrolls,  are 
made  by  the  School  Lunch  Director. 

The  Treasurer  is  not  involved  in  these  transactions,  nor  are  invoices  or  manifests  approved 
by  the  School  Board.  We  consider  this  to  be  a  serious  weakness  in  internal  control. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  School  Lunch  Funds  be  returned  to  the  custody  of  the  School 
District  Treasurer  in  accordance  with  R.S.A.  197:23-a  and,  thus,  to  strengthen  internal  con- 
trol. 

Note,  Bond  and  Coupon  Register: 

R.S.A.  33:12  provides  that  "The  treasurer  of  every  municipal  corporation  shall  keep  a 
register,  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  state  commissioner  of  revenue  administra- 
tion, which  shall  state  the  denomination,  number  and  date  of  every  bond  or  note  issued  by  the 
municipality".  The  Roilinsford  School  District  does  not  maintain  a  register  and  they  are 
reminded  that  they  must  maintain  the  register  for  all  bond  and  note  issues. 

C.E.T.A.  Funds: 

The  Roilinsford  School  District  did  not  appropriate  the  C.E.T.A.  Funds  as  required  by 
R.S.A.  31:4  and  equated  under  the  provisions  of  R.S.A.  194:1  and  R.S.A.  194:2  for  School 
Districts. 
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Conclusion: 


The  provisions  of  Chapter  71-A,  Section  21 ,  require  that  the  Auditor's  summary  of  findings 
and  recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the 
School  District.  Publication  of  the  Exhibits  contained  in  this  audit  report  is  optional  at  the 
discretion  of  the  School  Board.  This  letter,  however,  must  be  published  in  its  entirety.

1980-1981  BUDGET  PROPOSAL 

To  the  Residents  of  Rollinsford: 

The  proposed  1980-1981  Rollinsford  School  District  budget  includes  a  gross  budget  increase 
of  $47,627.00.  Major  items  contributing  to  this  7.85%  increase  include: 

A.  Instructional  Salaries  and  Benefits  (account  #1100).  Although  the  precentage  increase  is 
reasonable  (5.1%  increase),  the  amount  of  increase  is  $7,126.00  because  the  instructional 
salary  account  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the  total  budget. 

B.  Special  Education  Salaries  and  Benefits  (account  #1200).  The  proposed  increase  in  this 
account  is  $7,954  (85.9%  increase).  Most  of  this  increase  is  due  to  the  request  for  full-time  ser- 
vice from  a  learning  disabilities  specialist.  Currently  this  position  is  V2-time.  We  have  the 
responsibility  to  identify  all  special  education  children  and  an  obligation  to  provide  necessary 
services  to  these  children.  The  Extension  of  the  learning  disabilities  specialist  to  full-time  will 
provide  services  consistent  with  the  needs  of  the  current  identified  population  of  special  educa- 
tion children. 

C.  Supervisory  Union  Expenses  (account  #2500).  The  increase  in  this  account  is  $2,344.00 
(16.9%  increase). 

D.  Care  and  Operation  of  the  Plant  (account  #2500).  Most  of  the  $8,904.00  (24.1%)  in- 
crease is  due  to  rising  fuel  and  utility  costs  ($5,470.00).  Also,  it  is  proposed  that  the  assistant 
custodian  work  44  weeks  as  opposed  to  36  weeks  currently.  This  would  provide  assistance  to 
the  custodian  during  school  vacations  when  most  heavy  cleaning  takes  place. 

E.  Tuition  (account  #2600).  The  increase  of  $18,077.00  in  tuition  is  due  to  tuition  rate  in- 
creases of  10.0%  at  the  Middle  School  and  15.4%  at  the  High  School;  tuition  and  transporta- 
tion for  special  education  is  $6,356.00;  special  tuition  to  Dover  High  School  is  $7,300.00. 

The  Rollinsford  School  Board  has  deleted  requests  for  guidance  counselor,  needed  addi- 
tional speech  therapy,  repairs  to  classroom  walls,  and  roof  repairs.  We  have  trimmed  the 
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1980-1981  Budget  Proposal  cont. 

number  of  anticipated  tuition  students  (grades  7  through  12)  to  allow  for  only  two  new 
transfers  to  the  District.  Salary  increases  reflect  an  average  7.0%  increase  whereas  the  con- 
sumer price  index  has  risen  13.3%  during  the  last  calendar  year. 

These   major   increases   cited    above   along   with    the   reduction   in    anticipated   revenues 
($20,965.00)  represent  95.3%  of  the  total  proposed  net  budget  increase  of  $68,592.00.

resulting  in  70  in  favor,  0  against  calling  the  question.  The  vote  on  the  amendment  was 
defeated.  Lester  Eldridge  called  the  question  on  the  budget  as  originally  presents  resulting  with 
50  in  favor  0  against.  The  results  on  the  article  vote  were  56  in  favor  and  15  against. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Armand  Laliberte  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Robert  Whitehouse.  The 
Motion  carried  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  XIV 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  prohibit  the  taking  of  wild  deer  by  the  use  of  any  firearm, 
other  than  a  shotgun  loaded  with  a  single  ball  or  loose  buckshot,  muzzle  loading  rifle  or  bow 
and  arrow,  in  the  Town  of  Rollinsford. 

Ovid  Viel  moved  that  we  do  not  accept  this  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Joseph  M.  Lauze. 
The  moderator  called  for  a  vote  to  allow  the  Town  Attorney,  Daniel  Newman,  to  speak  to  the 
gathering.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative.  Mr.  Newman  explained  the  effects  of  the  article  on 
the  residents.  Louis  Trundy  called  the  question  and  it  was  seconded.  The  vote  was  in  the  affir- 
mative. A  vote  was  taken  on  the  motion  made  by  Mr.  Viel  -  motion  carried.  The  article  was 
defeated. 

ARTICLE  XV 

To  see  if  the  voters  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  School  Board  tejjegotiate  with  the  City 
of  Dover  and  the  Dover  School  District  to  abolish  the  School  Set  Off  and  return  said  Set  Off  to 
the  Rollinsford  School  District. 

Joan  Laliberte  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Ovid  Viel.  The  motion  car- 
ried unanimously. 

ARTICLE  XVI 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  Real  Estate 
that  has  been  or  may  acquired  through  Tax  Collector's  Deeds. 

Kenneth  Shorey  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read,  seconded  by  Robert  Larochelle.  The 
motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  XVII 

To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting. 

No  other  business. 

William  West  moved  to  adjourn  the  meeting,  seconded  by  Ovid  Viel.  Adjourned  at  10:55 
p.m.
